'/ONE. OF LARGEST SEED FARMS 


Camrose, Oct. 15.—As_ threshing 


‘)operations in the surrounding coun- 


try-near completion, many reports of 


‘}remarkable yields of wheat, oats and 


barley are being received the large 


‘percentage of the grain being of a 


very high grade. 

; L. C. Anderson, who has farmed 
since 1905 at the north end of Bit- 
some 17 miles northwest 
of Camrose, and whose fame as a 
grower of Banner oats for’ seed 
purposes, is well known in all the 
provinces, is‘probably the largest 
producer of grain in this territory. 
His farm consists of 960 acres, 
part of which is summerfallowed 
each season. 

In 1931, Mr. Anderson threshed 
34,000 bushels of Banner oats 
which graded No. 2 C.W. These 
oats weighed from 40 to 45 pounds 
to the bushel -and yielded from 85 
to 100 bushels per acre. From two 
fields, one of 90 acres, the’ other 
60 acres, he threshed 14,000 bushels 
or 100 bushels to the acre. Twenty 


thousand bushels of these oats 
were sold for seed purposes in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and in 


the dried-out areas of southern Al- 
berta. 

Mr. Anderson’s crop of oats this 
year is quite equal to that of 1931, 
and nine days ago he _ had_ 29, 
548 bushels safe in his 18 gran- 
aries. A field of considerable size 
through which it was impossible 
for your correspondent to _ drive 
without. knocking down the_ stooks, 
so closely were they together, was 


‘yet to be threshed, and Mr. An- 
derson believed that this year’s 
total would exceed that of last 
year.

‘per acre. In all he has 410 acres 
in oats this year on his Bittern 
Lake farm... .

The United Farmers of Alberta 
last week addressed an appeal to 
Prime Minister Bennett asking that 
he recognize the desperate plight of 
the grain growers, and that in view 
of existing prices, he restore the bon- 
us of at least 5 cents a bushel on all 
deliveries of 1932 grain. It is asked 
also that he bonus this season's crop 
of coarse grains. 

Last year, it will be remembered 
that conditions were considered so 
serious as to justify a 5 cent bonus. 


‘Yet at that time wheat was consider- 


ably higher than at present. Quite 
a proportion of the grain went at 


, about 42 cents, plus the 5 cent bonus, 


making 47 cents. This season the 
price has been stripped to 30 cents or 
‘less for No. 1 wheat. True, the acre- 
age is larger this year, but through 
the multiplying financial dififculties, 


‘there have been a much greater pro-

When the costs incidental to rais- 
ing, stooking, threshing and deliver- 
ing wheat, oats, barley and rye are 
considered, the action of the United 
Farmers in appealing for a renewal 
of the bonus, and- also a bonus for 
coarse grains, is likely to meet’ with 
sympathy and support from all West- 
ern people.

At any rate, the 
government of Great Britain evident- 
ly takes the same view because in 
issuing its invitation to the forthcom- 
ing “World Economic Cnference” at 
London, the Prime Minister indicated 
that its primary objective would be 
“to consider plans for the stabiliza- 
tion of commodity prices.” 
Tariff and Monetary Measures 


Judging by recent comment, official 
and otherwise, it is becoming increas- 
ingly clear, that what the British au- 
thorities have in mind is an attempt; 
to accomplish this purpose through: 
monetary “reflation” and possibly also 
by endeavoring to change the present 
drift towards prohibitive tariff legisla- 
tion, so as to restore or partly restore, 
international trade. 

Industrial Production Control 

It will be useful to briefly examin 
the normal behaviour of our product- 
ive and distributing machine. There 
will be general agreement with 
bald statements, that the volume o 
production of the manufacturing in- 
dustry, as well as that of the basic in- 
dustries of mining, forestry and fish- 
eries, is almost automatically regulat- 
ed by demand, inasmuch as over-pro- 
duction is instantly checked by curtail- 
ment or by shut-down. Also, that dis- 
tribution, transport and general busi- 
ness of necessity is at all times, lim- 
ited to the volume of goods to be 
handled. These enterprises are, there- 
fore, also automatic and strictly lim- 
ited to demand, at any time. 

We find then, that aside from agri- 
culture all ‘major human activities 
are reasonably effectively governed 
by the law of supply and demand, in 
spite of obstructions such asi arbitrary 
pri¢e agr: eaments,. enforced. hour “nates 
of “wages, fixed fees for professional, 
services, etc. The social defences 
against these are buyers “strikes” and 
withdrawl of employment. These 
curbs are gradually applied in any 
economic crisis, as they are with de- 
vastating effect today. 

Bread Grain and Commodity Prices 

The world price of wheat is regulat- 
ed entirely by volume of world pro- 
duction and consumption, without the 
slightest regard to cost of production, 
except over very long periods. 

There is always a calculable rela- 
tion between the price of wheat, the 
dominant agricultural product, and 
prices of other grains, and of all ani- 
mal products, which quickly adjust 
themselves to the changing bread 
grain price level all over the world. 
This is a natural and easily explained 
phenomenon, which is moreover cor- 
roborated iby human experience. 
Mipréad grain ‘prices are, -therefore,. 
the controlling element in the cost of 
living in all countries. 

The chief factor in the scale of 
wages is obviously the prices of food. 
The central point in all wage disputes 
is invariably the prevailing cost of liv- 
ing. Therefore, through their effect 
on general food prices, wheat prices 
determine the scale of wages, as far 
as economic factors are permitted to 
function freely. 

The general wage level controls the 
prices of all commodities, because 85% 
of production and distribution costs 
represents human services. As bread 
grain prices control the wage level, it

Great Britain and most European 
countries have gained, at least, tem- 
porary relief, through resorting to 
this expediency. 

Australia has also adopted this 
plan, under an almost equivalent debt 
handicap, and practically, all classes 
there seem satisfied with the net re- 
sult. :

Success with bulbs indoors hinges 
On a good start. They may be plant- 
ed in fibre (which requires no drain- 
age) or soil or pebbles, from now un- 
til they disappear from the market. 
Indeed: it is well to space plantings 
Over several months so that the time 
of bloonimg will be spaced over sev- 
eral months also. After planting the 
pots should be watered well and then 
stored in some cool, dark place until 
the root system has developed. A 
cellar where the temperature ranges 
from freezing to 50 degrees is suit- 
able. This cool, dark storage is es- 
sential otherwise the flowers and 
top will appear too soon and results 
will be disappointing. Narcissus re- 
quire from three to five weeks in the 
dark, and other bulbs considerably 
longer. During this time the soil or 
fibre should be kept moist. When the 
pot is well filled with roots bring out 
to full sunlight and living room heat. 

It is a good plan to plant in tins or 
cheap flower pots and later when 
the storage period is over transferr-

Outdoor Bulb Culture 
In most sections of the country it is| 
not too late for planting bulbs out- | 
side. True, they will make more root 
growth if planted earlier, but fairly 
satisfactory results have been obtain- 
ed where bulbs were put in the 
ground after the first hard frost. Of 
course, one cannot plant outside 
when the ground is frozen hard, but 
usually there is a period of Indian 
Summer, when the frost goes out of 
the ground and the soil becomes 
mellow. Use tulips, daffodils or any 
of the little spring bulbs like the 
crocus. Generally - speaking, they 
should be planted to a depth of three 
or four times their diameter with 
deeper planting in sandy soil than in 
heavy clay. This will mean about four 
inches in clay for tulips and six inch- 
es in light soil. The high-growing, 
Jlate tulips such as the Darwins and 
the Breeders should be put down at 
a ‘greater depth than the early 
blooming types so that the root 
growth will be sufficient to support 
the taller stems. Best results are 
obtained by planting in clumps, with 
at least six, and, better still, ten or 
more of one variety in a clump. One 
can set the bulbs five to ten inches 
apart.

MINERAL MATTER 
FOR FALL PIGS 


(Experimental Farms Notes) 

If properly fed a young pig will 
increase its weight one hundred 
times in six months, or from about 
two “ounds at birth, to about two 
hundred pounds at six months old. 
To produce this very rapid growth 
all the necessary elements, including 
minerals must be provided. If min 
erals are lacking in the ration, tha 
pigs become -unthrifty in condition, 
and growth is much slower. Spring 
pigs secure the necessary minerals! 
largely from pastures and from eat: j 
ing the freshly rooted soil. Minerals 
from these sources are not available 
for fall litters, which are fed mainly 
in dry lots and pens, and an adequate 
mineral ration should be provided. 

The minerals found in the ordinary 
home-grown hog feeds (oats and bar- 
ley) are not sufficient to meet the 
needs of the rapidly growing hog and 
when these..elements are lacking 
growth is immediately retarded.

ALBERTA INDIANS NOT TO 
REQUIRE ADDITIONAL AID, 


No extra relief would be needed by 
Indians of Alberta reservations dur- 
ing the coming winter, although In- 
dians are finding it every bit as dif- 
ficult as whites to make ends meet, 
it was stated Tuesday by M. Chris- 
tianson, inspector of Indian agencies 
for Alberta. 

Alberta Indians had 538,000 acres 
under cultivation among the Bloods, 
Peigans, Blackfoot, Sarcees and Hob- 
bema, Edmonton, Saddle Lake and 
Lesser Slave Lake reserves. 

Of this acreage, about 20,000 acres 
was in wheat, 13,000 in coarse grains 
and 13,000 summerfallowed. Mr. 
Christianson expected fully 600,000 
bushels of grain. In addition, the de- 
partment had about 11,000 head of 
cattle, including this year’s calves, of 
which 2,000 head will be sold, chiefly 
three-year-old; steers and fat cows.

recall when Dr. Locke's practice 
began to extend beyond the com- 
munity. Probably five or six years 


ago his fame spread to the outside 
world and since then it has been 
spreading more and more rapidly. 
The result is a constant stream of 
patients to Williamsburg. 

Entering the village any day of 
the week, one can identify his home 
by the long queue of sick and 
crippled people waiting for treat- 
ment. He begins work at 7:30 a.m. 
and continues until the last pa- 
tient has.. been. attended to,.often 
at midnight. And during the long 
day he takes time off only for his 
meals. 

He has not time even to treat 
them in batches of five, ten or fif- 
teen. He has no surgery but he 
treats his patients in the front 
room of his village home. 


Dr. Locke keeps no accounts, 
sends no bills. In his vestibule is 
a large waste paper’ basket into 
which patients throw their fees. 
At the close of the day the local 
bank manager sends a clerk to 
take this money. It is counted and 
credited to Dr. Locke’s account. 

His huge practitce, naturally, is 
the result of his success with dis- 
eases of the feet, the bones and 
| joints. Naturally this success has 
drawn attention to him, and it is 
known that he has received at least 
two proposals to join specialist 
clinics in large cities. One propos- 
al came from New ‘York; the other 
from Boston. Dr. Locke does not 
care for city life; loves his native 
‘heaths. But he was not insensible 
to the wider fields of service which 
i\practice in a metropolis would af- 
ford. He turned neither down. In 
fact he agreed, but stipulated cer- 
tain conditions which, it: both cas- 
es resulted in the withdrawal of 
the offers. His conditions were that 
his charge should remain at $1.00 
per treatment, and that the poor 
‘should be treated free of charge. 

Not only does Dr. Locke not 
charge patients what they might 
well afford to pay; he _ prevents 
the business men of Williamsburg 
from exploiting sick and crippled 
visitors. The village, naturally, has 
never known such prosperity as it 
enjoys now. Each day brings as 
many visitors into it as there is pop- 
ulation. Many of.these visitors must 
stay close to Dr. Locke there being 
cases that require. dgily treatment 
for a week or two, perhaps ° @ month. 
-The accommodation :in ‘Williamsburg, 
consists of a small hotel, a restaurant 
and a cluster of houses.

The old rate at the hotel was 
$1.50 per day, but when more pat- 
rons were available than the hos- 
telry could accommodate the pro- 
prietor advanced the rate to $3.00 


per day. The housewives of Wil- 
Mamsburg who also had opened heir 
home to roomers manifested an in- 
clination to increase their profits. Dr. 
Locke heard of the increased charges, 
He promptly visited the hotel, asked 
the proprietor why the change. 


“Well,” said the proprietor, ‘my 
rooms are easily filled at $3.00 as 
at $1.50. Why shouldn’t I make the 
extra money ” 


The doctor explained that the 
reason why the hotel was always 
filled was not that the accommo- 
dation was good or the food palat- 
able, but because he, Dr. Locke, 


patients were the. oniy people “who 
were paying the higher rates. 

(He forthwith served this ultim- 
atum, not only on the hotel pro 
prietor, btu upon the housewives of 
Williamsburg. The old rates would 
be restored or he would do one of 
two things. Either move to another

The second observation 1s that if a 
portion of the trade of the British 
Empire be withdrawn from other 
countries of the world and distribut- 
ed among British -countires, it will be 
necessary for other countries to sim- 
ilarly rearrange their trade by agree- 
ments. In doing so they may still 
further increase the difficulties of 
British countries in entering their 
markets. This might result in doors 
of trade being closed against us 
which are now at least partly open, 
so that as a final result of the Imper- 
jal Conference agreements we may 


find that our world market has been 


impaired to such a degree as_ to 
leave us worse off than before. Fur- 
ther, should British countries become 
an economic Empire, walled around 
with protective tariffs against the 
other nations of the world, it is al- 


most certain that other nations will 
form similar economic Empires, and 
thus will begin a renewed competi- 


tion for world power, which will al- 
most inevitably lead to more world 
wars. At any rate, these are grave 
possibilities to be contemplated 
should the nations of the world fol- 
low the lead of the Ottawa Imperial 
Conference. 

The Speech from 
still being debated, 
Conference agreements hold preced- 
ence. Apart from the mover and 
seconder of the address, the Prime 
Minister alone has spoken for the 
Government. The back-benchers 
from the West at least would natur- 
ally find it very difficult to laud the 
Government, in the face of the low 
prices of wheat and the growing 
debts of their constituents. On the 
other hand they are not allowed, by 
party discipline, to advocate policies 
other than those to which the Gov- 
ernment is committed, so their silence 
ig taken for granted by the House. 
In the Speéch itself the Government 
congratulates itself for having main- 
tained the enviable position .of the 
country. through steadfast retrench- 
ment policies. When taken to task 
for such flambuoyant optimism, the 
Prime Minister indicated that it was 
necessary to mantain the hope of 
the people. Hope, of course, springs 
eternal, but it would be well ifta 
sound basis in fact could be found 
for | hope, instead - 
spire it: by’ extravagant claims Which 
are known by everyone to be with- 
out foundation. 

The Liberal ' party moved an 
amendment, which regretted, in the 
main, the fiscal policy of the Gov- 
erhment which. had increased unem- 
ployment, and the failure of the Gov- 
fernment to deal with Banking, Cur- 
rency and Credit. The Co-operating 
Groups, while agreeing with the im- 
plications which these regrets carry 
with them, are. just a little afraid 
that the Liberal Party purpose in 
moving the amendment is to capital- 
ize the growing sentiment in the 
country for monetary reform.

Deafness is a serious It 


interferes with education when it oc- 


curs early in life, and later is a han- 
dicap in business. In addition, the 
deaf are shut out from much of the 
enjoyment of life, and from free and 
easy communication with their 
friends. 

The ear is divided into three parts. 
The external ear catches the sound, 
turns it into a canal about one inch 
in length, at the end of which is 
found the ear drum. Beyond the 
drum is the middle ear, which is con- 
nected with the upper part of the 
throat with a tube. Farther back, en- 
cased in bone, is the inner ear. 

Deafness is largely preventable. 
Very few people are born deaf. In 
order that deafness may be prevent- 
ed, the ears must be kept healthy. 
The hairs which line the ear canal 
should never be pulled out as serious 
and painful infections, like boils, of- 


ten result. Matches, toothpicks, 
knitting needles, hair pins, finger 


tips or other such articles should 
not be used to clean the ears or to 
scratch them if itching occurs. There 
is an old saying that “you should nev- 
er put anything into your ear smaller 
than your elbow.” 

Leave your ears alone and leave 
children’s ears alone. Do not attempt 
to remove wax, you will most likely 


press some of it against the drum and 
so cause harm. The ears are. too 
precious to entrust to unskilled 
hands. 

Deafness usually has its beginning 
in disease of the nose and throat, 
from whence the disease spreads up 
the tube which connects the throat 
and middle ear. It is obvious that 
the health of the middle ear depends 


upon the health of the nose and 
throat. 

Any condition which causes in- 
flammattion of the nose or throat is 


apt to spread up into the middle ear 
and set up inflammation there; tissues 
are destroyed, pus is formed, and the 
ear discharges. It is in this way that 
the common cold, measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, diseased tonsils and 
adenoids are the underlying causes of 
middle ear disease which leads to deaf- 
ness in later years, 

The nose should not be washed out 
except unde, a doctor’s direction, as 
in so doing infection may be forced up 
into the middle ear. For the same 
reason, the nose should never be 
blown violently and above all never 
when there is a cold in the head. 

The prevention of deafness depends 
chiefly upon proper care of common 
colds, adequate treatment of measles 


and other infections, prevention of 
diphtheria, removal of diseased ton- 
sils and adenoids, and blowing the 


nose properly. 

Leave your ears alone, keep your 
nose and throat healthy, secure skilled 
care if there is anything wrong, and 
you will retain the use of one of your 
most valued organs of sense, the ear.
